LETTER Xi, 


On inflilling early ideas of Rel'gion in the minds 
of Children—On Reading—On the ufe of Mo- 
uey to Children. 

(Continued from our paper of Nov. 26.) 
JHEN children are capahle of diftinguift.- 
W ing the different kinds of Englith money, 
it is certainly highly neceflary that they thould be 
entrufted with fmall fums; and by their ufe of 
them, you may eafily difcover the bent of their 
jaclinations. 1am inclined to believe great ufe 
might be made of this method; and if they were 
tokeep a regular account of what they expend, 


Mest would be a means of accuitoming them to 


econemy. I would on uo account cultivate a 
covetous difpefition, or a love of money ; but 
this I muft fay, that our children thould in gene- 
ral be trained to have a jaft notion of money ; for 
notwithftanding all our fine fentimental maxims 
of defpifing this neceflary ingredicat of lite, yet, 
as things in this world are at prefent conftituted, 
econemy isa very material article, and confe- 
quently thould be early inculcated in our chil- 
dren. Did we live in the golden age, when all 
the good things of this life were in common, or, 
like the wandering Arabs, range as the free com- 
moners of nature, the cafe would be very differ- 
eut; butalas! we liveinan age (the diltinguith- 
ing chara¢ter of which is diflipation) in which 
not even barely econemy is neceffary to be taught 
eur children, but alfo frugality. How full of 
refiection is this fubject ! when we fee fach num- 
bers of our unfortunate youth brought weekly to 
a thameful exit for crimes which in all probabi 
lity they would never have been driven to com- 
mit, had a {trict economy been very early incal- 
cated. Not an éxecution happens, but we are 
told extravagance was the fatal caufe of the 
Shocking catattrophe, In what is called high 
life, we daily fee the effects of the want of this 
neceflary branch of prudence ; how often youth 
who have not been kept ignorant of the ufe of 
monty, or debarred from a moderate indulgence 
of it, as foon as they launch into life, run into 
the moft lavith lengths extravagance ar foily can 
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invent! Their ignorance of economy renders 
them the prey of every gambler or libertine 5 
who will fvon initiate them into every expenfive 
diffipation, and foon bring them to lament per- 
haps the want of the common neceflaries of life. 
I think Swift obferves, ‘in his peculiar manner, 
“‘ that a fhillitg is a very ferious thing.” Un- 
doubtedly the want of one has often been at- 
tended with the moft melancholy confequences. 

But to return to my fcheme of making chil- 
dren their own purfe-bearers of fmall fums. By 
this means you would thew them you repofe in 
them fuch a confidence, as would bind them in 
point of houvour to ufeit with difcretion ; und at 
the fame time, their fetting down their fbittie 
expences (as foon as they are capable of making 
figures) would give them a notion not only, of 
economy but of arithmetic alfo. They thould 
conftantly give up their accounts, at leaft every 
fortnight, with the particular articles for which 
each fum was expended. 

Many things of the utmoft confequence might 
be taught (without appearing to texch) by this 
method. A mother, by thefe means, might 
difcover the chief bent of the child’s inclination, 
and with gentlenef$ point out its errors ; and if 
a fmall part has been appropriated to a charita- 
ble ufe with what delight muft the fond parent 
behold the firft dawning of the nobleft of all vir- 
tues ! If the donation has been beftowed even 
on aa unworthy objeG, great care mutt be taken 
not te fupprefs this moft amiable prepenfiry ; bur 
lead them gently to the worthy poor, whom 
ficknefs, or fome peculiar calamity, might have 
reduced to merit their compaflion. A good 
action fhould, 1 think be rewarded with fome 
little prefent, to fhew them that merit is entitled 
to a reward ; but ftill they fhould be told, they 
have done nothing extraordinary, and no more 
than their duty. 

I am avery ftrennous enemy againft bribing 
a child (which is often done) te make them per- 
form well ; on the contrary, I think it mult be 
attended with the very worft confequences, 

lam well awate it is efteemed very illiberal 
and unfentimental, by many peoplesin the pre- 
feut days of diffipation, to beftow a fingle thought 
on any ting. fo vulgatas econemy ; and 1 knaow 
many children who are taught .o look on gohi 
as mere dirt ; and as fuch they lavith it on the 
mott ridiculous follies ; they are not told, at the 
moment their idle expence is incurred, that there 
are thoufands of their fellow creatures dying at 
that inftant with hunger, thirft, and cold! Teo 
melancholy and too true is the reflection !—1 
have octen heard a father, on a young’ boy re- 
turning from fchool for his holidays, even ap- 
plaud him for throwing away his meney, with, 
*« So, my bey, what have you done with the 
laft guinea 1 fent you? all gone for tarts and 
pies, I {uppofe! Well llike thee the better for 
not regarding money !—~—Never be fuch a fneak- 
ing rafcal to fave money ;—’tis dirt, child !— 
mere dirt !—Not a foufe in thy pocket, I fup- 
pofe !—ha, ha, ha !— Well, I like thee the better 
for thy generous fpirit.—1 was juft fuch anggher 
at thy age—And now tell me how many orcliards 
have you rebbed.” And then follows a long 
ftring of tricks, evafions, &c. in «heating his 
matter in his own youthful days, and pilfering 
from his fchool-fellows, becaufe he was nota 
milk-fop; buta boy of fpirit. How is it poflible 
a poor child fhould know what is or is not bare- 
ly right or wrong, when his own parent encou- 
rages him in extravagance’? and fo far from
